We  recommend  the  following  varieties  for  Louisiana,  Arkansas  and 
the  following  East  Texas  and  East  Oklahoma  counties:  Success,  Schley, 
Delnias  and  Stuart,  Moore  and  Money  Maker.  The  Schley  and  Delmas 
should  be  planted  on  higher  uplands  as  they  scab  in  the  low  fertile 
bottom.

Pecan  Soil 

The  best  pecan  soils  are  fertile  land,  well  drained,  with  a  subsoil 
that  the  tap  root  can  penetrate,  yet  well  supplied  with  moisture. 

Best  Size  of  Trees  to  Plant 

We  prefer  planting  trees  with  3-4  ft.,  4-5  ft.,  5-6  ft.,  or  6-7  ft. 
one  or  two  year  tops  with  three  or  four  year-old  roots. 

Digging  the  Holes 

In  river  or  creek  bottoms  dig  holes  with  post  hole  digger  10 
inches  wide  and  4  feet  deep.  On  other  soils,  dig  holes  30  inches  wide 
and  30  inches  deep  with  a  post  hole  digger,  hole  2  feet  deep  in  the 
center  of  this  first  hole.  If  rock  or  hard  pan  is  encountered,  dynamite 
should  be  used.

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Planting  the  Trees 

Trees  should  be  heeled  in  or  planted  immediately  after  arrival. 
Prune  off  broken  roots  with  a  sharp  knife.  Set  the  tree  two  inches 
deeper  than  it  formerly  grew  in  the  nursery  row.  Don’t  fertilize  with 
fresh  manure.  One  or  two  buckets  of  water  will  settle  the  soil  around 
the  roots.  Leave  loose  soil  on  top,  but  mound  it  up  around  the  tree 
to  prevent  water  standing  in  the  hole.  Cut  one-hailf  to  one-third  of 
the  top  back  after  planting  or  instruct  us  to  prune  before  shipping.

A  seed¬ 
ling  of  San  Saba  introduced  by  E.  E.  Risien,  and  regarded  as  one  of 
his  best  varieties.  The  tree  is  healthy  and  prolific,  bears  in  the  nur¬ 
sery  row.  The  Queen  of  England  used  to  buy  a  barrel  of  Texas  Pro¬ 
lific  nuts  each  year  from  Mr.  Risien,  and  wrote  him  she  attributed  her 
long  life  to  eating  these  nuts.  The  nut  is  long  and  beautiful,  perfect¬ 
ly  marked.  The  foliage  is  silky  and  indicates  fine  breeding.  I  have 
never  had  enough  trees  or  buds  of  this  variety  to  take  care  of  my  or¬ 
ders.  Order  early  and  have  me  reserve  your  trees.  I  sometimes  have 
these  ordered  a  year  ahead  of  delivery.  Usually  bears  second  year 
after  planting. 

ALEXANDER — Coleman,  Texas.  52  nuts  per  lb.,  and  56  per  cent 
meat.

I  have  a  one-year  old  bud  of  it  with  91  nuts.  It  should  not  be  used 
on  drouthy  soil  as  it  sometimes  fails  to  fill  under  these  conditions.

Why  Trees  Fail  to  Live  After  Transplanting 

The  most  common  causes  of  trees  dying  after  transplanting  are  as 
follows : 

1st.  Allowing  the  roots  to  diy  or  freeze  between  the  time  of  dig¬ 
ging  and  planting. 

2nd.  Planting  the  tree  shallower  than  it  grew  in  the  nursery. 

3rd.  Using  fresh  manure  in  the  hole. 

4th.  Too  much  water  around  the  roots  during  spring  months. 

If  the  tree  is  to  be  fertilized  at  the  time  of  planting  it  is  better  to 
use  leaf  mould  soil,  well  rotted  barnyard  manure,  or  two  pounds  bone 
meal,  well  mixed  with  the  soil.
